A requ est for cooperation 
of the state police in enforcing 
the commission’s resolu tion, has 
been made. 
The practice of parking cars 
and tru cks on the state highway 
right-of-way and the display ing 
articles for sale close to the trav ­ 
eled portion of the road consti­ 
tu tes a v iolation of good safety 
practices. 
Frequ ently 
t h e s e 
stands are s close to the pav e­ 
ment that it is impossible for 
motorists to pu ll off the highway 
to park, constitu ting an u nneces­ 
sary traffic hazard. 
In addition to creating a traf­ 
fic hazard, members of the com­ 
mission felt that permitting the 
u se of state highway right-of- 
way for peddling was u nfair to 
local resident merchants in the 
near-by towns and cities who 
pay tax es for the su pport of the 
state and local gov ernments. 
The resolu tion adopted by the 
commission, is: 
“Whereas it has come to the 
attention of the State Highway 
Commission of Indiana that itin­ 
erant peddlers hav e been u sing 
the might-of-way of certain of 
the state highway s for peddling 
their wares, and 
“Whereas this practice is not 
only u nfair to local 
resident 
m erchants bu t is also contrary to 
good practice in the interest of 
safety on the highway s, 
“Therefore, Be It Resolv ed that 
the commission notify the State 
Highway Police of its desire for 
their cooperation in the elimina- 
ton of this u nbu siness-like, u n­ 
sou nd and u nsafe practice, and 
that we call u pon all motorists, 
bu siness men and the pu blic gen­ 
erally , to cooperate with 
the 
commission and with the state 
highway police to the fu llest ex ­ 
tent in the elimination of this 
u nsafe practice.”

STITE PARK SURVEY 


MIDE TO DETERMINE 


FACILITIES NEEDED 


A thorou gh stu dy of the Indi­ 
ana state parks is being made 
this su mmer to determine what 
new and additional facilities are 
needed to serv e the constantly 
increasing nu mber of v isitors, 
Virgil M. Simmons, commission­ 
er of the Department of Conser­ 
v ation, said today . 
An inspection of all parks as 
well as other properties oper­ 
ated by the Department of Con­ 
serv ation has been made du ring 
recent weeks and reports filed 
will be u sed in fu rther stu dy of 
park needs. In some parks ad­ 
ditional picnic areas mu st be 
prov ided, in other camping fa­ 
cilities shou ld be improv ed, new 
trails marked and other dev elop­ 
ment work u ndertaken if the 
parks are to adequ ately serv e the 
v isitors. 
Each y ear shows an increase 
in 
attendance 
at the 
parks 
where records are compiled from 
the admission figu res, with the 
greatest total set in 19 36 when 
9 23,000 v isitors were reported. 
The 19 37 attendance is ru nning 
ahead of 19 36 and there is ev ery 
indication that a new record will 
be established this y ear with 
more than a million admissions. 
The su rv ey being made by 
the Department of Conserv ation 
is 
being su pplemented 
w i t h 
stu dies by the National Park 
Serv ice in co-operaton wth the 
Civ ilian Conserv ation Corps. At 
the parks where CCC camps are 
located, records are being kept 
on the nu mber of v isitors u sing 
the picnic and camping areas, 
the nu mber hiking ov er the dif­ 
ferent trails and making u se of 
other recreational facilities. 
Throu gh 
these 
and 
other 
means the Department of Con­ 
serv ation hopes to increase the I 
v alu e of Indiana’s state parks j 
both as areas whch retain their | 
natu ral beau ty of setting and as j 
places for healthfu l ou tdoor rec­ 
reation. This ambition has gu id­ 
ed the dev elopment programs 
u ndertaken du ring the past fou r 
y ears with the assistance of the 
Civ ilian Conserv ation Corps. 
With the present day tendency 
toward shorter working hou rs, 
with improv ed highway s and 
transportation 
facilities, 
the 
state parks are serv ing a greater 
percentage of Indiana residents 
than ev er before. 
In addition 
the parks are attracting thou ­ 
sands of v isitors from other 
states where equ al facilities are 
not av ailable. 
A recent check 
ov er a ten-day period showed 
that 47 per cent of the v ehicles 
entering the state parks came 
from ou tside Indiana. 
The state parks are one of 
Indiana’s 
greatest 
assets 
in 
drawing tou rists and v acation­ 
ists with a resu lting ex penditu re 
of thou sands of dollars.

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WOLF IN SHEEP’S CLOTHING 
It is a strangely temp erate, altru istic and soft- 
sp ok en Mr. Lewis who p ortray s the ad v antages 
of organizing the nation’s p u blic emp loy es fed ­ 
eral, state and local—u nd er the hitherto aggres­ 
siv e CIO. 
This, d ear read er, is to be no mili­ 
tant mov ement. On the contrary , it is d esigned 
to fu rther the interests of gov ernment, p rod u ce 
general contentm ent and foster good feeling all 
along the line. 
Were it not for the p ast record of Mr. Lewis 
and the CIO, the logic might sou nd p lau sible. 
Bu t the chances are that the restrained analy ­ 
sis of aims and objectiv es is p u t forward for the 
p u rp ose of effecting a ty p e of organization that 
has alway s met with p op u lar d isap p rov al. 
Assu rance is giv en that strik es will be banned 
for this p articu lar grou p of CIO affiliates. How­ 
ev er, as in the case of the au tomotiv e ind u stry , 
Mr. Lewis might d iscov er that he had op ened a 
Pand ora’s box and released a genie bey ond his 
p ower to control. 
Certainly the techniq u e of d irect action is in­ 
herent in the CIO. 
Once organized u nd er the 
Lewis banner, the more rad ical p u blic emp loy es 
natu rally wou ld want to go along with their as­ 
sociates in p riv ate ind u stry , mak ing u se of all 
the method s of p rop erty seizu re and ov ert re­ 
sistance that hav e been d emonstrated in recent 
months. 
This, in time, wou ld menace p u blic safety and 
ord erly gov ernment, su bjecting the citizenship at 
large to the whims and cap rices of selfish labor 
lead ership . Lack ing civ ic lead ers of the calibre 
of Calv in Coolid ge, of Boston police strik e fame, 
the p eop le wou ld be v ictimized by an economic 
d ictatorship bf d ev astating p otentialities. 
As the silk en tongu ed ad v ocate of CIO u nions 
for p ersons hold ing p u blic jobs, Mr. Lewis is a 
wolf in sheep ’s clothing. Let this au d aciou s p lan 
materialize, and America will be sold d own the 
riv er of gov ernmental ex p loitation, strangled by 


the ru thless p olicies of a p red atory ou tfit that 
k nows no limits of cau tion or restraint. 


EMBARGOES ON CURRENCY 
The av erage American trav eling in Eu rop e is 
inclined to wond er at the facility with which p eo­ 
p le across a more or less artificial bou nd ary can 
misrep resent, misu nd erstand , and end by hating 
each other. 
To this cond ition, the managed cu rrencies of 
so many Eu rop ean nations contribu te no little. 
There is no gold av ailable and the ex p ortation of 
the p ap er cu rrency is limited to the p oint of p ro­ 
hibition. This ap p lies to the citizens as well as 
the tou rist, and is more v igorou sly enforced 
against the former. 
The av erage amou nt of 
cu rrency that a trav eler can tak e from one 
cou ntry to another is abou t $5 .00. Not only that, 
bu t if he tries to get cred it in another cou ntry 
he has got to ex p lain what he wants it for and 
can only get it if the gov ernment ap p rov es of 
his p u rp ose. 
The obv iou s p u rp ose of the trav el d iscou nts al­ 
lowed to tou rists by so many cou ntries is of 
cou rse to obtain foreign cred it which the econ­ 
omically d istressed nations are eager to get as to 
p rev ent cred its being established against them ­ 
selv es. A second ary p u rp ose is, of cou rse, p rop a­ 
gand a in their own interests. There is su ch an 
immense v olu me of misrep resentation p ou ring 
ou t of Eu rop e that the best d efense some of the 
nations hav e is to inv ite other p eop les, esp ecially 
Americans and English, to come at a d iscou nt 
and see for themselv es what the situ ation is. 
Nationalism p iled on top of the World W ar’s 
d istress and d islocation has p rod u ced threaten­ 
ing resu lts. Trad e and trav el mak e for u nd er­ 
stand ing and conseq u ently p eace, bu t the neces­ 
sity of av oid ing financial collap se has been a 
barrier to trav el in Central Eu rop e. And in the 
situ ation the p articu lar creed s of v ariou s states 
flou rish the more as it becomes increasingly d if­ 
ficu lt for the National to cross his own bord er.

Robinson actu ally sprinted 
all 
the way . T hat’s the way he seems 
to trav el. He is a racer, not a 
ru nner. He is bu ilt more like a 
wrestler than a track athlete. 
His ev ery stride bespeaks power. 
To Robinson the new 
m ark 
m eans more than a world record. 
It m eans tha t his comeback is 
complete. He was rated the top 
half-m iler of the world in 1935, 
when he tou red Eu rope w ithou t 
su ffering a defeat after winning 
National A. A. U. and National 
Collegiate titles.

It ignjted a m ix tu re of hu m id 
air and hy drogen, w hich 
had 
leaked from stern cells of the 
G erm an airship, the report con­ 
tinu ed. 
At Friedrichshafen, Germ any , 
Dr. Hu go Eckener, v eteran dirig­ 
ible designer and com m ander, 
said the theory was logical. 
Com m ander Charles E. Rosen- 


dahl of the nav al air station at 
Lakehu rst, howev er, com m ented 
he was not y et satisfied the pos­ 
sibility of sabotage had been re­ 
mov ed. 
Rosendahl pointed ou t the bu ­ 
reau ’s inv estigators did not “pos­ 
itiv ely and definitely ” blame the 
tragedy on natu ral or accidental 
phenom ena. 
Inv estigators said they 
had 
considered bu llets, electric ray s 
and bombs as possible cau ses, 
bu t did not find any ev idence of 
their u se.

Port Washington, N. Y.—Un- 
dramatically 
, method i c a 11 y, 
winged yachts streak along the 
air lanes between Europe and 
America, between America and 
Asia. 
In the water wilderness of the 
Pacific the world’s most famous 
aviatrix, Amelia Earhart, is lost. 
The big transport airplanes fly 
unerringly to their goals; Miss 
Earhart, accomplished air wom­ 
an though she is, misses her tiny 
target, Howland Island. 
The answer may be 
precise 
navigation. 
The same formulae developed 
in the 14th century by mariners 
who braved the ocean beyond the 
sight of land is used today by 
crews of the big flying boats to 
chart their courses and rob the 
seas of their terrors. 
Today, of course, fliers have 
multiple navigational aids 
in 
their cabins. The ocean trans­ 
ports “shoot” the sun and stars 
for bearings, plot their positions 
by 
radio, 
triangulatin, 
check 
their results with dead reckoning 
and bulwark all their findings 


with calculations as to “drift.” 
Periodically, 
the 
over-ocean 
transport navigator tosses over­ 
board a “pineapple” or aluminum 
bomb. As it breaks on the water 
far below, he trains his sights on 
it to determine whether wind is 
pushing his craft off course. 
The reason seemingly for the 
plight of Miss Earhart and Nav­ 
igator Fred Noonan is a slight 
miscalculation as to position in 
relation to Howland Island, cou­ 
pled probably with poor visibility. 
Noonan had not only to navi­ 
gate but to act as flight engin­ 
eer, mechanic, 
radio 
operator 
and probably steward, as well, 
meanwhile fighting off inevitable 
fatigue. 
Both 
on 
the 
Pacific 
transports and the transatlantic 
survey planes those duties are 
broken down and assigned 
to 
half a dozen men. 
All hands get ample rest. Pre­ 
cise navigation is the product. 
In flying from Lae, New Gui­ 
nea, to minute Howland Island, 
Noonan had a multiplicity 
of 
duties. A sturdy airplane 
and 
patient motors could not erase 
the mistake of plotting a wrong 
position on the map.

Story 
The death of Robinson has re­ 
vived a story that has traveled 
quietly among those intimately 
concerned with every court de­ 
velopment. 
The story is that there was a 
period not far back when Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt was reasonably 
content to withdraw from the 
court fight save for one condi­ 
tion. The condition was that this 
would leave only one vacancy on 
the court to be filled, that caused 
by the retirement of Justice Van 
Devanter. 
Giving that appointment to 
Robinson would have been in vi­ 
olation of the logic advanced by 
Roosevelt in asking new 
ap­ 
pointive power in the first place. 
Robinson was 6 4 , well nigh upon 
the age the first court bill speci­ 
fied as too old for court duty. 
So if Robinson was to have had 
a court place, his life long ambi­ 
tion, it would have been neces­ 
sary for more than one place to 
be made available. Thus 
the 
compromise 
bill 
was 
devised 
which would have made 
two 
places immediately available, one 
for Robinson and one for a “new 
blood” judge. With 
Robinson 


dead, a “new blood” judge can be 
appointed to replace Van Devan­ 
ter. 


Outcome 
That is the story. It may be 
one of those fanciful legislative 
myths which grow up to explain 
situations otherwise difficult of 
explanation. But it had circula­ 
tion in places where myths are 
frowned upon. 
Any action terminating the 
court fight would still leave much 
business undone, but it seems 
likely that much of it .will remain 
undone this session in any event. 
President Roosevelt has urged 
passage of the ever-normal gran­ 
ary farm plan this session. It is 
a highly controversial subject, 
however, 
and 
many 
senators 
complain that it has been badly 
received out in the country. 
The wage-hour bill has been 
revised to t&ke out much of the 
bureaucratic domination it con­ 
tained at first.

DE VALERA FOE SEEKS 


SUPPORT OE U. S. IRISH 


San Francisco (/P)—Fiery Sean 
Russell has moved his war for 
Irish independence over to the 
American front. 
Declaring Eamon de Valera to 
be a “puppet of the English 
crown,” Russell is touring this 
country to rally Irish-Americans 
to his Clanri Na Gael. Through 
ij, he hopes to unseat the Irish 
Free State president and estab­ 
lish a completely independent 
nation. 
As a major general in the Irish 
Republican army, Russell says he 
is subject to arrest if 
appre­ 
hended in Ireland, as are his 10,- 
0C0 followers. But with American 
moral and monetary support he 
hopes to turn the tables on his 
old enemy de Valera. 
Most thrilling moment in the 
guerilla’s life came in 1922, when 
he watched five of his followers 
executed by a firing squad with 
his own turn next. A reprieve ar­ 
rived just in time. 
“Facing death under those cir­ 
cumstances is not bad—not as 
bad as a toothache,” Russell said. 
“When you are dying as a patriot 
a spirit of exaltation, of dignity, 
comes to you. Your mind is at 
rest. 
“The reprieve was a greater 
shock 
than 
the 
sentence 
of 
death.”
